The Conciliation. 


It is not the intention of the following 
observations to revive the sensibilities ex- 


cited by the embargo ; nor would I wan-. 


tonly erther irritate the wounds of its vic- 
tims, or place a caustic upon the sores of 
the authors of it ; Mr. Madison has wisely 


and honorably administered a bakin which . 


will heal both. 


_ But whilst fromthe best motives, I wave 
investigations of this sort, and Jeave for 
posterity to decide upon their merits. we 
are strangely remiss so long to o¥erlook 
the consequences which have flowed from 


_ the embargo in our relations with Spain. 


Our intercourse with her American pos- 
sessions has assumed a very interesting 
and a very alarming aspect. How is it 


that our vessels are denied access to many 
of her ports upoh the Main? Why is the 
produce of the United States saddled with 
a duty in her islands that amoumits ‘to « 
prohtbition ? and why is it that Britain has 
almost a monopoly of her whole com- 
merce ? The following sketch will deve- 
lope the cause.—The community will see 
on whom the blame rests, and our present 
councils with their accustomed golicitude 
for the public welfare, will, I have no doubt, 
apply the relief. 


It must he remembered that Spain was 
among the first of the powers in Europe 
to give us aid in our revolutionary strug- 
gles; and that in conjunction with France 
she was embroiled in a bloody and expen- 
sive war against Britain in consequence of 
giving us that assistance ; nor did she re- 
lax in her good offices befure we had ac- 
complished our independence. Why then 
it is asked by the Spaniards, have the U- 
nited States felt, and upon all occasions 
proclaimed, their gratitude and attach- 
ment to the French, and forget that the 
Spaniard was equally serviceable and c-

sistance in the days Of her distwoce? J 
is known to every man of sense in this 
country that the assistance we received 
from both France and Spain was from the 
monarchs of these nations in order to 
weaken the power of England, and not 
from the people : and therefore whatever 
of gratitude we owed was due to the King 
of France and King of Spain only. 


Our revolution was snoceeded by one in 
France, which for bloodshed and wicked- 
ness has no parailel in the history of man ! 
Our patron and our friend the amiable 
King of France and most of his family 
were inhumanly butchered by his own 
savage and unfeeling subjects ; and his 
throne has been Usurped by the most 
ambitious and blood thirsty villain that 
God, in his wisdom, has ever permitted to 
exist! Not satisfied with his usurpation in 


} France, this tyrant has carried his arms 


and destruction into every neighboving 
country, and famine and misery is tueiy 
hapless doom! After professing the most 
cordial esteem, for the King of Spain —af- 
ter engaging him as his ally in all his 
views of agerandiz>ment—after draining 
him of all his treasures and of ali b:s ar- 
mies, he perfidiousiy entrapt the whole 
royal family of Spain—made them pri- 
soners, and then piaced his brother a King 
ever their Dominions !

The people of Spain resented chi in- 
sult upon their King and themselves, and 
called upon all nations for support in ep- 
posing their betrayer.

co-operators With the tyrant against our 
friends, the ninocem and betrayed S#an- 
iards, and most surely Was our co-operae 
tion felt in Cuba and the Spanish Main.

The Washington 
Monitor, of April 29, hoes the following 
passage. “ The opposition claim the mer- 
t¢ of having preduced peace between A- 
merica and Engiand If this were not a 
time of paradoxes such an assumption of 
meri. might surprize one. Let us give 
praise where it is due ; Mr. MADISON 
and his confidential advisers have contriu- 
ted more to this desirable state of things, 
than the public ARE aware of.” ' The 
Monitor has the reputation of being Mr. 
Madison's paper. 

What degree of merit may be due to 
Mr. Medison, it is not easy to ascertzip ; 
but we believe he is entitled to all that can 
belong to that degree of virtue which hed 
him to yteld to the public ofiinion.

It was easy to sce, also, that the 

temporizing measures adopted to delay 

the vengeance of Bonaparte, such as the 

non-importation, embargo, and non-inter- 

course laws, would not be much longer 

endured by the people. __In this state of 
things ONE THING ONLY COULD 

Bt DONE, and that was to accept of the 

terms offered 6y England. ‘This, in our 

opinion, is the sole ground which has 

been acted upon. Therefore the merit 

of the transaction is due to the Federal- 
ists, who have, by mere dint of constitu- 
tional act—by elections ; and public opin- 
jion—forced the government into a settle- 
ment of our affairs with England. And 

thissettlement, as we stiggested in our 
Jast, was made in England, according to 
the National Intelligencer; which says 
“ the preceding negotiation was conduct- 
ed in London.” 

It appears then that we cannot justly 
give much credit tothe government, for 
the part it has taken inthe transactions 
with the British government—brt we 
stand ready to justify, to vindicate the ad- 
ministration, for having made a virtue of 
necessity, and for haying submitted to the 
public will, with so good a grace; and 
we believe Mr. Madison must now look 
to the federalists for friendship and sup-

search, to Mr. Jefferson’s gun-boat navy 
——a right which all the maritime nations 
of the world have not. been able to wrest 
from her. ‘So far from that, all the naval 
powers of the world had fallen prostrate 
before her, at the time Jefferson, with a 
view to jein France agesinst her sect up the 
ridiculous pretensions against the right of 
search. On that rightthe existence of the 
British navy depends; and she never will 
yield it tous. or any other nation, until 
beater’ out of it by something more pow- 
erful than gun-boats. We may be assur- 
ed, then, that none but traitors to their 
country, who are in the pay of France, 
vill blame Mr. Madison for giving up 
this ridiculous claim.

Should Bonaparte add this last degree of 
insult against our national dignity and in- 
dependence; Mr. Madison may rest as- 
sured that every man in the nation, except a 
few French hirelings, will stand by him ; 
and he will find that his following the ad- 
vice of the federalists, in coming to a set- 
tlement of our affairs with Great Britain, 
was the only rallying point he could have 
chosen, for producing that harmony and 
union of sentiment which, at this critical 
conjuncture of human affairs, is so desir- 
able in this nation. 

The Democrats tr'umphantly affirm 
that Great-Britain has now offered the 
same terms that she rejected last sum- 
mer. This is evidently false, as may be 
seen by Mr Canning’s speeches in Par- 
liament ; from which it is evident the 
British Government expected the dispute 
with our administration would terminate 
in a war; and by way. of justifying the 
ministry for assuming a hostile atitude, 
he opened his mind more fully on Amer- 
ican affairs, than ever he had done be- 
fore ; and went so far as to assert that had 
Lngland been in other circumstances, the 
non-importation law would have been a- 
lone a sufficient ground for war. The 
Speech of Governor Craig to the Provin- 
cial Patliament of Canada, which met A- 
pril 13, expresses an expectation that a 
war would take place ; he says, “* The con:

Greai-Britain finding our philosophers 
were willing tobe cut off from.all com- 
munication with her, she threw almost in- 
superable difficulties in the way of our 
tradimg with France; and after our tide 
of philosophical experiments has ebbed ; 
after we have lost. more than a. hundred 
millions of doliars Ly them ; we are come 
to the terms of Great-Britain at Jast—for 
our intercourse is about to be renewed 
with her; end we. have cut it all off with 
lrapce ; so that here is no reason to tri- 
umph zbout our having, by our measures, 
procured the repeal of the orders of coun- 
cil. For had we taken this step in 1807, 
Great-Britain would never bave issued 
those orders. They are now entirely use- 
less as they respect us—lor we have no 
trade with France—Therefore there is 
not any to be intercepted. We have not 
even so much as obliged England to re- 
nounce what is called the rule of 1756 
She will not, it is true, interfere with our 
trade between France and her colonies— 
Why? Because we have no trade with 
either. Wenow, of ourown accord, free- 
ly and voluntarily cut off our intercourse 
with France—theretcre Great-Britain can- 
not have the least reason or pretence to 
interfere with what does not exist. 

Every person not absolutely blinded with 
prejudices must sce that we have net gain- 
ed any thing but ss end the disgrace of 
our government, in this contest—and if 
the democrats will praise Mr. Jefferson 
for this, they are welcome—althourh he 
deserves nothing but the execrations of 
his countrymen.

A report from the Secretary of the Navy 
was read to the House by the Speaker, by 
which it appears that most of the frigates 
and smaller ve8sels of war are prepared for 
active service. Of the gun-boats, it is 
stated that there are 24 at New-Orleans, 
13 at Charleston, 20 at Norfolk, 21 at Bal- 
timore, 24 at Philadelphia, 52 at New- 
York, ahd 9 at Washington. 

Mr. Nelson presented 4 petition from

Mr. Newton moved a resolution grant- 
ing permission to foreign vessels in the 
ports of the United States, belonzing to 
nations with whom intercourse is permit- 
ted by the partial repeal of the embarjyo 
system, to depart with cargoes. - A letter 
from the Secretary of the Treasury was 
read, stating that this cou'd not take place 
as the laws now stood, but recommendiny 
the measure. Mr. Newton’s resolution. 
was adopted, and that gendeman, as chair- 
man of the commiitee of Commerce and 
Manufactures, instantly reported a bill to 
carry it into effect, which was twice read 
and order-d to a committee of the whole 
on to-morrow. 

Mr. Milnor presented a petition from 
sundry merchants of Philadelphia, pray- 
ing for an allowance of drawbacks, in ca- 
ses where they had complied with the es-

of Commerce and Manutactures. 

Mr. Anderson presented a petition from
